Rejection Under 35 USC 5 1 03(a) 

Claims 25-28 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over USPN 
6,678,421 to Daniell et al. (hereinafter "Daniell") and Yang et al., "A Semantic Classification and 
Composite Indexing Approach to Robust Image Retrieval", IEEE, 1999 (hereinafter "Yang"). 

Claims 25-28 are canceled, thus rendering the rejection thereof moot.
